AN ACT FOR THE IMPROVE 
MENT OP THE PUBLIC 
HIGHWAYS OF THIS 
COMMONWEALTH. 

Be il enacted by the GcDeral As- 
asMhlj of tbe ComaMweelth 
of Kaetocky. 

I. That it shall be tbe duty 
of every owner, controller, and 
manager of lands bordering and 
alwttiBg oa tbe pokHc bi^bways 
of this Commonwealth for the 
distance which said land so 
abuts and borders, when so or- 
dered by the Piacal Coart of bis 
dMnty, to e«t^ dear away, re- 
move and carry from along side 
the public highways, all bushes,

3. Every person who violates 
the provisions of this act by 



failure to perform the duties as 
herein required shall nn convic 
lion be fioed tn a anm ol not leas 
than twenty dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars. And the oooo- 
ty road engineer shall un oonvic- 
•ioo be tncd in the eam ol not 
lees than twenty-live dollars ncr 
more than one hundred dollarH 
for bis failure to publish tbe no- 
nces as herein required. 

4. The eoeiof pnbWemien of 
the notices herein required are 
to be paid by tbe Fiscal Court of 
the county in which the notices 
were pnbKebed and poated. 

All laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with tMa act are hereby 
repealed
